Washington, D, @., Aug, 11.— 
Prosidont Wilson let It bo known 
today that he was Inolined to be- 
lleve there was an organized de- 
sire “proceading from sources 
unknown to him’ to bring on a 
war between tho United States 
and Mexico. The president does 
not regard the movement as ex- 
tensive, but very troublesome, and 
referred to misrepresentations In 
some Individual newspapers. Ho 
says he shares somewhat tho 
views of Senator Willlams, who 
declared In a speech last Saturday 
that an organized lobby existed to 
Involve the United States In war, 

Wont Recognize Huerta 

Washingion, Aug, 14—Two: hours 
of conference Saturday night between 
President Wilson, Secretary Bryan and 
the senate foreign relation committee 
brought about_no change in the policy 
of the administration with regard to 
Mexico, 

The president took them into his 
confidence far enough to outline the 
following: ; 

That John Lind, his special envoy 
to Mexico-.City, does not bear any s0- 
lution of the present situation, but 
goes to continue this government's of- 
fort to. induce Provisional President 
Huerta to redeem his promises for free 
and constitutional elections, : 

That under no- ofroumstances docs 
the administration propose to recognize 
the Huerta government. : 

Theat Mr.-Ldnd haa gone sto Mextou 
Olly to be the ‘‘eyes and ears” of the 
Washington administration ‘on the 
ground and to explain. the altitudé of 
this government when he. has fully 
familiarized himself with the situation. 

That by withdrawing Ambassador 
Wilson and sending Mr. Lind, the 
prestdent- planned to have a man on 
the ground who was in sympathy with 
the administration here and was in no 
senso a factor in the situation in Mexi- 
co Ulty. 

Purpose of Conference. 

These policies and suggestions of the 
president and Scoretary Bryan came 
out in general discussion. It was made 
olear that the purpose of the confer- 

nee’ was to establish more frank end 
ntimate relations between the senate 
and the administration {n ‘the develop- 
ment of the Mexican policy and In the 
furtherance of ithis idea the president 
talked freely and answered many point- 
ed questions, 

Wile the president disclosed no de- 
fintte plan for the pacification of Mexi- 
00, the implication remained that upon 
Lind's report would depend -to a large 
extent the future polloy of thls coun- 
try, 

There was practically no talk of-lift- 
ing ithe embargo on the Importation of 
arme In Mexloo, whloh some members 
of. the committee belleve would put a 
apeedy end to the diMoultfes. 

8ome Are Disappointed. 

Senators wiio expecied to be Iin- 
formed of a definite plan or a formal

Minot, N.D., Aug. 44—Seventy-one 
men were arrested following stormy 
scenes during strect meetings-of In- 
dustrial ‘Workers of the World and 
noting 4s going on now in the streets, 
Forty-one arrests were made last night 
svhen rotten eggs were thrown at a 
speaker, Jack Law, and his followers, 
by ollizens of Minot. Twenty more 
were arrested this afternoon by a 
sheriff and his posse, and tite police 
force in the svood’s near the Soo rall- 
road track where they had a camp, 

De Wey Dorman, soolalist street 
commissioner, ‘and Art LeSeur, former 
eoctalist of the olty commission and 
prominent in North Dakota politics, 
were arrested late Jast night when they 
attempted to address thelr orowa. 
Three more were arrested lator. 

The situation seems to be growing 
desperate and gun play {8 feared. 

The I. W. W. leaders have wired 
St. Paul, Minn., and other oltles, and 
an army of f. W. W.'s ds expected to 
arrive here tomorrow. 

The police were unable to cope with 
the sttuation last night, and were foro- 
ed to oall on the fire department and 
sheriff for assistance.

It was Impossible toxcut steps on 
these slopes” near “the*enmmit at a 
greater rate than 50:'per yer, the angle 
preventing the full swing “ofsthe axe, 
and the steps had-tobe cut with’ short 
strokes, At this rate {t would’: haye 
taken three or four hours to ojimb ‘this 
slope, which was of hard — green ice, 
covered with a dangerous film of snow, 
and as these storm clouds were already 
stealing on the summil and sweeping 
up the slopes where the climbers stood, 
the climbers regretfully decided to re- 
turn. The -decision \as hard to make, 
with thelr goal in sight, but it was now 
6:18 and snow was beginning to fall,: 
while the cold was so bitter ‘that the 
climbing rope was frozen until {t was 
like a wire hawser, <A night on the 
summit, however, would inevitably havé 
been attended by bad trost. bites or 
worse, and {t seemed folly to proceed.

Engineer Saw Enormous Rock 
Coming Down Hill in Time 
to Check Train 


ENGINE CLIMBED HILL 
AND PASSENGERS SAVED 


Had it Gone Downward. the 
Plunge Was 80 Feet—Al- 
pine Party Delayed in reach- 
ing City as Result of Wreck, 


A few minutes after 3 o'clock this 
afternoon, the train due in Edmonton 
at 8.30 this morning from Tete Jaune 
Cache, arrived in the tity, The train 
was derailed on its westward journey 
by a huge boulder which crashed down 
on the ine in front of dt, on the line 
between Fitzhugh and Tete Jaune, 
The Hne was had!y torn up, with the 
result that between six and seven 
hours Ayvere lost before the ‘train could 
start on {ts Journey. Tie train was a 
heavy one, there being two extra cars, 
with the members of the Alpine clib 
from Mount Rebson attached. There 
were also a number of local people on 
board, and G.T.P. oMlelals had to 
answer many anxious enquiries from 
friends as to When ithe train would ar- 
rive, 

The line was blocked las! night hy 
a huge boulder from the C.N.R. line, 
which rolled down- onto the G.T.P, 
tracks. The lines of the tayo rallways 
rup very close to each other, the G.N.R. 
being on the higher grade, 

Blasting operations are being ecar- 
ried on by the G.N.R., and a. boulder 
loosened by the foree of the explosion, 
crashed down on ‘to the G.T,P, tracks. 

The boulder deratled the train west 
bound due in Tete-Jaune Gache at 10 
o'clock Sunday morning.

PRISONERS FUR 
MILAN'S STRIKE 


Authorities are Compelled to 
Transfer Them to Jails in 
Other Towns, 


WORKMEN'S QUARTERS 
OCCUPIED BY MILITARY 


Although a State of Siege Has 
Not Been Proclaimed, Mar- 

tial Law Practically is in Full 
Force, 


Milan, Italy, Aug. 11.—A gen- 
eral strike throughout Italy was 
proclaimed In a manifesto Issued 
today by the Soolallst Workmen’s 
organization. The manifesto urges 
all) workingmen’s unions to take 
action and to carry on the strike 
to the bitter end. ‘ 


Arrests by Wholesale. 


Milan, August 14—Sunday was the 
eighth day of the general strike here, 
Although @ state of siege has not been 
proclaimed, the workmen's quarters 
jare occupied by the military and mar- 
tial law practically ig in full force. 

The troops concenirated here are 
from Lombardy and Venetia, They 
have raised the strenglh of the garri- 
son to 3,000. 

Strong contingents of infantry, sup- 
ported by cavalry and artillery, hold 
the strategio points and prevent the 
strikers from reaching the centre of 
the city. 

Assisting them are numerous police 
and carbineers to Gubdue riots. 

Thousands of persons have been ar- 
rested and the authorities have been 
compelled to transfer them to the pris- 
ons in neighboring towns. 

Situation Is Political. 

he movement is changing from an 
economic to a political one, like that of 
1898, and the’leaders are encouraging 
the separatist ideas, arguing that Lom- 
bardy, a most prosperous region, is 
unjustly being made to support the 
poorer section of the south, 

Pope Pius is discouraging the clergy 
and Catholics generally from sympa- 
thizing with the separatist agitation, 

Yesterday the ‘Milan atreet railway 
wompany succeedod in sending out 98 
oars. The normal number daily in op- 
eration is 700. The strikers tore up 
paving stones and piled them on the 
tracks, and also attempted to erect 
Marricades, but they were charged by 


the cavalry and compelled to disperse. |- 


The cars ran throughout ‘the day 
and were escorted by carbineers, po- 
leemen and squads of cavalry. 

Numerous acts of vandalism were 
committed yesterday, such as the tear- 
ing down of jamp posts, and the cut- 
{ing of gas mains. The authorities, 
however, are assured of sufMofent gas 
to illuminate the town Indefimtely.

Now that the auditor has filed his report upon the Buck report on the car barn job, 
some things are clear which were not quite so clear. before. 
It appears that the auditor is of the opinion that the mayor's pet appointee, | 
Se te Hae inspector of departments Buck, does not know his business. This man, projected into Me 
caeat | city’s scheme of things as a trouble maker and disturber, has been gallivanting aroun 
among departments for months pointing out the shortcomings and failures of men who have 
been in the city’s employ for years. * According to the Buck reports it appears that pretty 
nearly all the employees of the city should be incontinently  ‘“‘fired,” without hesitation, 
without recourse and without delay. According to Mr. Buck’s reports it appeared that the car 
barn job was a jumble of unbelievable blunders. Excavations, brick, material supplies and 
labor had cost stupendous prices and the whole thing—according to Buck—was about what 
might have been expected from inmates of Ponoka, or some such institution. 
4 Now comes along the auditor’s report with the revelation that Buck got his compari- 
| sons which showed a high cost of excavation by comparing spring work, when the frost 
foul was in the ground, with summer work when the ground was free of frost, that he got his 
| high cost for items of material by taking single items out of an invoice and charging the 
| hh item, and that he got the high cost of brick by confusing the price 
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whole invoice to one | 
of brick in the yard with the price of brick delivered. 
This is the report of the auditor’s which was just about ready for presentation to the 
council when the mayor marched into that august assemblage with the demand that the 
auditor be at once, and without any inquiry: discharged. _ 
Here is the point which the public must get clearly in mind. Buck is the mayors 
appointee, and his servant, specially delegated by the mayor to go into every department and 
examine them in his behalf, so that he, the mayor, may be able to find out anything he may 
choose ahout any of these departments. The auditor, on the other hand, Is the taxpayers’ 

“ servant, appointed and specially delegated in their behalf to go into every department peri- 
j odicalty and check up what they are doing, to the end that the taxpayer may not be robbed. 
iit In this capacity he is superior of not only the commissioners but the mayor himself, and 
il certainly of the mayor’s inspector of departments. When the auditor demands of any civic 
~ employee, from the mayor down, that any statement, any set of figures, any expenditure, be 
justified or explained, it is distinctly up to that particular official to make the explanation, 
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for the auditor represents the ratepayers and the electors, the supreme authority, the people 


who pay the bills, 


If was when the auditor was about to point out that the mayor’s personally-appointed 


inspector af departments was a hoax, that the mayor demanded the auditor’s head. 
This makes the present situation so plain that anyone can understand. 


HOW WILL THE COUNCIL JUSTIFY 
ITS ATTITUDE ON THE WATER PROBLEM? 
‘The one outstanding feature about the Chipman 


‘report which must strike every non-professional 


observer is the remarkable unanimity of the opin- 


ions held by the various experts to the effect that}: 


‘the river is the proper source of water supply. 

it is now nearly six years ago since the first 
practical water man the city ever had on the job, 
Alex McLean, who was in charge of the system un- 
tila few months ago, reported upon the water prob- 
lem. His report, which is still on file in the city 
hall, recommends the ultimate location of the water 
plant at some point up the river, and upon this re- 
port the purchase of Laurier park was made. 

The Potter report, in all essential respects, cor- 
roborates the same principle, by turning down the 
Pigeon Laké scheme and advising the city to tem- 
porarily extend the plant below the hill. 

Galt reports in favor of the Pigeon Lake 
scheme, but in making this report he was not acting 
as an expert in the city’s employ, and the purpose 
of his report was to prove that Pigeon Lake, as a 
source of supply, was adequate. He did not un- 
dertake to show that the river source was infeasible, 
but only that the Pigeon Lake source was feasible. 

Francis, Lee and Ross, .the Montreal experts 
employed by the city at large expense, report in 
favor of the river as the proper source of supply, 
recommending enlargements to the present plant. 
Their report upon Rabbit Hills distinctly sets out 
that the Rabbit Hills scheme is not thelr recommen- 
dation, but their first alternative, and that the 
Beaver Hills scheme is the second alternative. 

Successive commission boards, having had op- 
portunity to study the matter pretty thoroughly, 
have also reported in favor of the river as the pro- 
per source of supply, and in the whcle period of 
years in which the water question has been before 
the board there is no report from any commissioner 
or commission board recommending that the city’s 
water supply be taken from any other source. 

With all these professional opinions before 
them, the council majority persists in attempting to 
ignore the recommendations of all these experts. 
Taking the Francis-Ross-Lee report, ‘they discard 
entirely the real recommendation, that the river be 
the source of supply, and command the commis- 
sioners to start the ball rolling for the expenditure 
of three million doliars on the alternative Rabbit 
Hills scheme. It was only when the commissioners 
flatly refused to be a party to the squandering of 
this money on a scheme in which they had no-con- 
fidence, and which all the professional men had re- 
jected as a first choice, that the mayor and his 
conncil majority employed Mr. Chipman to make 
a new report upon something which had been re- 
ported upon many times before. 

Undoubtedly the council majority hoped that 
the Chipman report would recommend the Rabbit 
Hills scheme. Now that the Chipman report has 
condemned the Rabbit Hills scheme it will be inter- 
esting to note how these members of the city coun- 
cil undertake to justify their attitude when they at- 
templed to drive the commissioners into squand- 
ering three millions of the city’s money op a scheme 
which no professional man of standing has.yet been 
found willing to recommend, 


THE CHANCE FOR A PRACTICAL 
APPLICATION OF PATRIOTISM 


According to an announcement made by Win- 
ston Churchill in the British house of commons 
recently, the British navy is about to abandon 
coal as a fuel for the navy and take on oil. 


in policy that has been undertaken In British 
admiralty matters since the time when steam was 
substituted for sails, or since ships were built of 
iron instead of wood. 

In making this change Britain Is taking some 
very evident chances. The main sources of supply 
are the Norh American continent; the far east, 
principally Borneo and Burmah, and the interior 
of Russia, with possibly a scattering from Rou- 
mania and Trinidad. 

From all these sources, the supply ‘would have 


to run the gauntlet of possible foes in time of war. - 
The Astatic oil would have to come through the, 


Red Sea and the Suez canal. The Russian oil from 
beyond: the Mediterranean and the American oil 
from across the Atlantic. In time of war it would 
be contraband, subject to seizure wherever found. 

As a matter of fact, this question of oil fuel is 
behind the greater part of the difficulty in Mexico 
at the present moment. Mexico has resources of 
oil which undoubtedly look very good to Churchill, 
and the danger that through the overthrow of the 
Huerta government they will pass from the hands 
of a-British company Into those of a United 
States company which might have no interest In 
the affairs of the British navy Is quite probably 
the real reason why the British government is so 
solicitous for the permanent establishment, under 
the present auspices, of stable government in 
Mexico, 

This belig the case, it must be apparent the 
importance and value, should such occur, of an oll 
discovery of any considerable extent in the northem 
section of Alberta. 

A glance at the map will show what a strategic 
position such a scurce of supply would hold. Lying 
half way between the Hudson Bay and the Pacific 


Coast, wholly in British territory, practically in an_ 


impregnable position so far as foreign powers were 
concerned, it would be a most valuable adjunct to 
the British admiralty. : :

Drilling plants do not cost as much as 
dreadnaughts, and besides having a war value a 
new oil field would be an asset in times of peace 
instead of a liability, as the war ships are.

TODAY IN 
DOMINION HISTORY 


The Right Reverand Wiliam Wilcox 
Perrin, bishop of Willesdon, long the 
bishop of British Columbia and one of 
the best known churchmen in Canada, 
was born 65 years ago today, August 
14, 1840, the son of Thomas Perrin of 
(rloucestershire, ; He was educated at 
King's college, London, and Trinity oo)- 
lege, Oxford, and was ordained In 1870. 
For eleven years he served as curate of 
St. Mary's in Southampton, and then 
became vicar of St. Luke's In the same 
city. Twenty years ago he came to 
Canada as bishop of British Columbia, 
and during his long residence in Vic- 
torla, he attained a foremost position 
among the leaders of the church in the 
dominion. Upon returning to England, 
Bishop Porrin did not lose Interest in 
Canada, and haa usually been among 
those present at any gathering of Can- 
adians In London. In’a dispatch several 
months ago the bishop was reported to 
have unged the adverusing of religious 
services in the dally press. The 
hishoprio of British Columbla was es- 
tablished In 1858, soon after the be- 
ginning of the gold rush, with the Rev. 
George Hills as first bishop. ‘The late 
$75,000 Baroness Burdett-Coutts con- 
tributed $75,000 for the endowment of 
the new bishopric. Next April will 
mark the centenary of the birth of the 
famous philanthropist, and the church 
in. British Columb!a wit doubtless ob- 
serve the anniversay of its benefactor.

personal considerations to spend the 
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best years of his life in warring on 
hristianifty and all sunernatural re- 
ligions, In adition to ‘his numerous 
lectures, he engaged In notable con- 
troversics in the North American Re- 
view. with such men as Gladstone, Dr. 
Henry M. Field and Cardinal Manning. 
Ingersoll neither affirmed nor denled 
Immortality, but admitted that “Io the 
night of death hope sees.a gtar, and 
listening love can hear the rustlo of a 
wing.”

Hamilton, sixth in size among the 
cities of Canada, and often called ‘' the 
Birmingham of ‘the dominion.’ invites 
the world to be its guest during the 
week beginuing today, The busy, 
‘bustling oity on the beautiful bay at 
ithe western end of Lake Ontario was 
born Just 100 years~ago, and, dn order 
that the centennial may be propenly 
marked, Hemilton will for this week 
Jay aside its business cares and devote 
itself to ‘the entertainment of such 
portion of the world’s population as 
responds to Its invitation. 

A hundred years ago England and 
the United States were at war, and the 
tide of battle flowed up and down the 
Niagara frontier. Among the cltlzens 
of that section was George Hamilton. 
He was young and he-had a wife and 
children to support and protect, and 
he decided that the Ntagara nefghbor- 
hood was wot healthful. So he re- 
moved with his family and his goods 
and clvatiets ta qa pleasant spot on the 
weslern extremity of Lake Ontario, 
and there latd out a town. 

The cothmunity thus founded was 
given the name of Hamilton, after its 
founder, while a number of the streets 
were named after members of his 
famlly—Catherine, Hannah, Maria, 
Augusta, James and John. The founder 
of the town was a_ public spirited 
citizen, and gave to the city the Court 
House square; the Wood, market and 
Gore park. Hamilton graw slowly but 
surely, and Jn 1846 assumed ‘the dig- 
nity ofa city. It is now a municipality 
of nearly 100,000 people, and one of 
the principal manufacturing centres of 
the dominfon, An indtstrial exposi- 
tion and a reunion of Hamilton ‘ old 
boys" will be features of centennial 


week. 
Although ~ Hamilton was the real 
founder of the town, thera were «a 


number of settlers in the welntty long 
before hts arrival. Probably the first 
was Richard Beasley, who carried on 
a flourishing traMc with the Indians.

IN ITS FINAL STAGES 


J.arge Margin of Points Between First and Second Teams In Both of 
Major Leagues—Season Has Been Marked by 
Unusual Happenings. 


New York, August 44—Althouah 
the concluding games of the major 
‘league baseball season are alll tivo 
months away, Interest in the pennant 
races 13 already overshadowed by the 
possibilities of play in the world's 
series. The unusual situation ii the 
oamp of the national sport Is due en- 
tirely to the rnnaway race being made 
by the leading teams in the National 
and American leagues. Not In some 
years have such wide margins separat- 
ed the flrst and second olubs in both 
major associations at this stage of the 
pennant races. There havo been 
rReveral examples of the so-called run- 
away race In one of the other of the 
big leagues, but simultaneous and sus- 
tained spurts by those uncovered by 
both Giants and Athletlos are unusual. 
A glance over the records of the 
clubs in both leagues during the past 
few years shows that as a rule where 
one league had a leader well out In 
front, the struggle for the other pen- 
nant aas close and the outcome un- 
certain at this perlod of the season. 
While the Athletics afd Giants are 
leading their respective leagues by ap- 
proximately. a hundred points margin 
over the ruaner-up, the 1912 records 
show that the Boston Red Sox had but 
half that advantage and the Giants 
about three-quarters of their present 
margin. In the National league, New 
York had won 72 and lost 27 games 
for a percentage of .727 on August 9, 
The Chicago Gubs were tralling second, 
87 points In the read, with Piltsburgh 
and Philadelphia holding third and 
fourth places. The American league 
standing showed Boston to have wot 
"41 and lost 35 games, with Washing- 
ton second with 65 and 40, giving Jake 
Stahl’s Red Sox a lead. of 80 points. 
The, Athletics were sttll.in the race and 
the Chicago While Sox had an outside 
chance from fourth place, 

‘Me 4944 races were far closer, for
